Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 and 19 are allowed. 

2. In regards to claim 1 , the cited prior art either individually or in combination fails 
to teach, assigning frequency components to each optical network terminal (ONT) with 
broadcasting and/or image transmission frequencies to prevent broadcasting and/or 
image signals selected by each ONT from colliding with each other on an optical line 
and dividing an optical signal into two different signals one of which is a combination 
broadcast/image signal and the other is an IP signal that is optically modulated. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
